In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is 
required, in reply to this action, to elect a single 
invention to which the claims must be restricted.

The claims herein lack unity of invention under PCT 
Rule 13.1 and 13.2 since the compounds defined in the 
claims lack a significant structural element qualifying 
as the special technical feature that defines a 
contribution over the prior art. The compounds claimed 
contain a fused phenyl ring (see instant Formula I or 
instant Formula II) which does not define a 
contribution over the prior art. The substituents on 
the structure vary extensively and when taken as a 
whole result in vastly different compounds. Further, 
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each of the groups set forth above represents either a 
separate process or discrete heterocyclic or 
nonheterocyclic ring system which one skilled in the 
art which besides sharing no significant structural 
element, cannot be said to belong to a recognized class 
of chemical compounds. Accordingly, unity of invention 
is considered to be lacking and restriction of the 
invention in accordance with the rules of unity of 
invention is considered to be proper. 

Additionally, the vastness of the claimed subject 
matter and the complications in understanding the 
claimed subject matter imposes a burden on any 
examination of the claimed subject matter.
